Nationalists Defeat | 
“People’s Army”

SHANGHAI, Noy, 13.—With un- 
verified estimated losses of 10,000 
killed on each side, Japanese press 
despatches from Hankow stated Tues- 
day that nationalist government troops 
had defeated the Kuominchun 
“people's army” in the battle of Mih- 
sien, and had driven the rebels 25 
miles, westward to ‘Tengfeng, Honan 
Province, 

The Nationalists were said to have 
suffered heavily in expelling the 
Kuominchun forees from Mihsien but 
after receiving reinforcements were

The Kuominchun troops numbering 
100,000, said the despatches, were 
building entrenchments around eng- 
feng and preparing to defend the city. 
Aided by the terrain the rebels were 
expected to make a_ strong fight 
against the government army led by 
Chiang Kal-Shek, the Nationalist 
commander-in-chief, Severity of the 
fighting was indicated by the arrival 
of 1000 Nationalist wounded at Han- 
kow and the internment of 1000 Kuo- 
minchun prisoners at Wuchang. Two 
ships loaded with wuonded National- 
ists were reported to have reached 
Woo Sung, near dais city.

CHALLENGED 


Question Brought Before 
School Board on 
Tuesday 


A declaration that the Edmonton 
public expects that Protestant teach- 
ers should be appointed by the Ed- 
monton Public School Board featured 
an argument at the Tuesday night 
meeting of the board, which resulted 
in Miss Holley, a teacher at McDou- 
gall high, being docked $200 a year 
in salary as from January 1 next, She 
is a recent importation from Ontario 
and the argument was precipitated by 
a letter to the board from Miss E. 
Embree, @ teacher at the same school, 
who pointed out that despite her— 
Miss Embree's—superior qualificca- 
tions, she was getting $300 a year less 
than Miss Holley, 

The religious angle to the affair 
was introduced by Miss Embree her- 
self, in the letter which she sent to 
the board. and which stated, in part: 
“Miss Holley, a Catholic, no degree, 
and no commercial specialist certifi- 
cate, ig allowed a salary of $2,400. . . 
I hold an Honor B.A, degree trom 
Queen's University (Major Mathe- 
matica), and also have passed every 
subject in the commercial specialist 
course.” 

It was admitted that Miss Holley 
had been hired under misrepresenta- 
tions, Superintendent G. A. McKee 
stating, however, that he believed the 
misrepresentations had been made in 
good faith. Miss Holley had been en- 
gaged by wire, he explained, following 
the receipt of a telegram from her 
that she “was getting a total salary 
of approximately $2400" and adding 
that she was going to take a summer 


course which would niaterially  in- 
crease her qualifications 
Mr. McKee then said that Miss 


Holley had confessed to him that she | 


did not take the course on account 
of sickness, while her actual salary at 
Fort William had been $2100, with an 
additional $275 per annum for night 
work. A letter read by the superin- 
tendent-—the source of which he did 
not reveal—said that Miss Holley 
chose to have a “good time Instead; 
she didn't go t summer school.” 

Remarking on the unfairness of 
outsiders with less qualifications be- 
ing brought in at “conspicuously high- 
er salaries,” Trustee Elmer Roper said 
that the Edmonton people expect that 
Protestant teachers should be appoint- 
ed by the board. 

“It certainly looks Ike discrimin- 
ation,” he said, “She is not a Univer- 
sity graduate, and she isn't a com- 
mercial specialist.” 

Trustee A. T Cushing—"Sh* certain- 
ly did give a false Impression. We are 
quite justified in reducing her to 

2100, If she ts not satisfied with 
that, she can resign,” 

Chairman A, FE. Ottewell-—"I am 
suspicious of: these gate-crashers by 
wire.” 

Trustee 8. A. G, Barnes-—‘More 
care should be used in examining the 


| applications of teachers.”
